2. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rtising for us e by a S e rvic e Provid e r according to 
claim 1 , wherein th e st e p of providing an identification includes providing a customer personal 
profile, the customer personal profile for use in determining restrictions on video events provided 
to the video event display system, and wherein the advertisements are selected based on the 
requested video event and st e p of providing is p e rform e d in dependenc e upon the provided 
customer personal profile. 
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3. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rtising for us e by a S e rvic e Provider according to 
claim 2, further comprising determining wh e rein the customer personal profile is d e t e rmin e d 
from data collected by the customer's Service Provider. 

4. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rti s ing for u se by a S e rvic e Provid e r according to 
claim 1, wh e r e in a further comprising displaying at a predetermined frequency of displaying the 
advertisements on the video event display system is d e t e rmin e d according to a fee charged to the 
customer for connecting to the Service Provider. 

5. (Currently amended) A method of advertising for us e by a S e rvic e Provid e r according to 
claim 1 , wherein the st e p of providing an advertis e m e nt out of a plurality of receiving one or 
more advertisements to th e video e v e nt display syst e m includes a st e p of providing the 
adv e rtis e m e nt out of a plurality of advertisements to a temporary buffer, and storing [[said]]the 
advertisements in [[said]]the temporary buffer. 

6. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rtising for us e by a S e rvic e Provid e r according to 
claim 5, wherein in the st e p of displaying [[an]]the advertisements on the video event display 
system further comprises displaying the advertisements stored in the temporary buffer is 
display e d on the video event display system whenever the video event display system is 
initialized but idle. 

7. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rtising for us e by a S e rvic e Provid e r according to 
claim 5, wherein in th e st e p of displaying [[an]]the advertisements on the video event display 
system further comprises displaying the advertisements stored in the temporary buffer is 
display e d o n the video event display system whenever the video event displayed on the video 
event display system is interrupted. 
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8. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rtising for us e by a Service Provid e r according to 
claim 5, further comprising th e step of : 

refreshing the advertisements stored in the temporary buffer [ [by] ] including 
providing[[g]] and storing another advertisement out of the plurality of advertisements in the 
temporary buffer. 

9. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rtising for use by a S e rvic e Provid e r according to 
claim 8, wherein refreshing the temporary buffer is-dene includes refreshing the temporary buffer 
periodically within a predetermined time interval. 

10. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rtising for us e by a S e rvic e Provid e r according to 
claim 5, wh e r e in further comprising using memory resources of the video event display system 
serve-as the temporary buffer. 

11. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rtising for us e by a S e rvice Provid e r according to 
claim 5, wh e r e in further comprising using memory resources of a connection device establishing 
a connection between the video event display system and the Service Provider se rv e as the 
temporary buffer. 

12. (Currently amended) A method of adv e rtising for u se by a S e rvic e Provid e r according to 
claim 1, wherein the video event display system comprises either-one of a_set-top box, a gaming 
console, or a set-top box gaming system. 

13. (Currently amended) A storage computer program product embodied on a tangible 
medium having stored th e r e in dat a thereon instructions , the data fo r instructions operable to cause 
data processing apparatus to perform operations comprising- perfe rming th e st e ps of : 

requesting a video event from a service provider for displaying at a video event display 

system; 
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providing an identification from [[a]]the video event display system to a S e rvic e 
Provid e r the service provider ;

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loading [["any one or more advertisements out o f from a plurality of advertisements stored 
on the local storage device to the video event display system; 

initializing the video event display system for displaying the video event and for 
displaying the advertisements; 

displaying the video event on the video event display system; and 

displaying the advertisements on video event display system. 

26. (Currently amended) A storag e medium having stor e d th e r e in data computer program 
product according to claim 25, wherein the video event display system comprises a set-top box. 

27. (Currently amended) A storag e m e dium having stor e d th e r e in dat a computer program 
product according to claim 26, wherein the video event display system comprises a set-top box 
emulating a gaming console. 

28. (Currently amended) A storag e m e dium having stored th e r e in data computer program 
product according to claim 25, wherein the video event display system comprises a gaming 
console. 

29. (Currently amended) A storag e medium having stored th e r e in data computer program 
product according to claim 25, wh e r e in th e further comprising data include indicating a frequency 
of displaying the advertisements on the video event display system, the frequency being 
determined according to a price paid by a customer for buying the local storage device 
comprising the video event and the plurality of advertisements. 

30. (Current amended) A storag e medium having stor e d th e r e in dat a computer program 
product according to claim 25, wherein the video event display system comprises either-one of a 
set-top box, a gaming console, or a set-top box gaming system. 

(Currently amended) A system for adv e rtising for us e by a S e nde e Provid e r providing a 
video e v e nt display syst e m conn e ct e d with a wid e ar e a n e twork, th e m e thod comprising th e st e ps 
of: 

means for requesting a video event from a service provider for displaying at a video event 
display system; 

means for providing an identification from the video event display system to the Servic e 
Provide r service provider ; 

means for providing an receiving one or more advertisements from a plurality of 
adv e rtis e ment s to be displayed on the video event display system , wherein the advertisements are 
selected from a plurality of advertisements based on the requested video event ; 

means for initializing the video event display system for displaying a video event and for 
displaying the advertisements; 

means for displaying fTall the requested video event on the video event display system; 

and 

means for displaying the advertisements on the video event display system, when the 
video event is not being displayed. 

32. (New) A method according to claim 2, further comprising classifying a customer with 
which the customer personal profile is associated according to a set of predefined classes; and 

wherein the advertisements are selected based on the requested video event, the provided 
customer personal profile, and the classification of the customer.
